Fairly new to the R-390A, I took a bold step and called Fair Radio and told 
them to send the best one they had. A Collins with meters arrived in better 
than average shape. After the normal newcomer stuff( which antenna connector 
do I use and where do I get one and which one of the two places do I hook up 
a speaker), I hooked an 8 ohm speaker to the "LINE" connectors---BAD audio---. 
OK, next step..matching transformer (Radio Shack 500(CT)to 8 ohm)---BETTER 
audio, but still not good---. Here's the question/challenge.............. 

I have a Heathkit AA-14 mono tube amp setting in the corner (14 watt rating). 
I think this thing has a 600 ohm input? Has anyone tried driving, lets say, 

a "BIG" cabinet speaker with 15" woofer and midranges? I have a couple 
Cerwin-Vega "hard rocker" speakers I could use. 


I may be way off base on this, am I wasting my time?

Tom Laird asked about driving an outboard audio amp for better sound from 
his R-390A. 


I do exactly that, but with a twist. 

First some background: the R-390A output stage uses _positive_ feedback 
to boost gain. Not a good idea with a single ended class A output, since 
it increases distortion. Additionally, 6AK6's are far from the world's 
best output tube. The bottom line is that the line output includes the 
distortion added by the output stages, and is also very power limited. 


Instead, consider removing the 6AK6 audio output tubes (V603,V604) and 
their 5814 driver (V602). Pull "line level" audio off the wiper of either 
the Local or Line gain controls. Run it to the Hi-Z input of your spare 
audio amp. If desired, add a graphic equalizer to allow tweaking of 
frequency response. Works for me, and sounds great. 

There's an additional benefit: the R-390A runs cooler. Each amp draws 
about 18ma. Pulling the tubes reduces heat generation by about 8W, 

not including reduced power xfmr losses. The difference in chasis temp 

is significant after a long listening session.

I guess a few posts ago, I was describing my ongoing repair/restoration 
scenarios with my "new" S-line. Received the 30-L1 last Friday as a 
result of a separate purchase and followed an ER hint at touching up with 
front panel paint.
